Ports adjacent, thereunto, to deliver ſuch Coals te the 
Maſters of any Ships applying for the ſame. Though 
this Bill was late of being brought into the Houſe, it 
was firſt occaſioned by the high Price of Coals during 
laſt Seſſion of Parliament, which was owing to the hard 
Froſt and the Preſs for Seamen. This being a great 
Hardſhip upon the Poor, it was taken notice of in Par- 
liament, and upon the $th of February the Houſe, of 
Commons was moved, That an Act made in the ſix- 
teenth and ſeventeenth Year of the Reign of King 
Charles the Second, intituled, An A# for regulating the 


Meaſures and Prices of Coals ; and alſo the ſecond Sec- 


tion of an Act made in the ſeventh and eighth Year of 
the Reign of King William the Third, whereby the 
faid Act was made perpetual, might be read; and the 
ſame being read accordingly, it was reſolved nemine 
contradicente, That an humble Addreſs be preſented to 
his Majeſty, that his Majeſty would be pleaſed to cauſe 


Directions to be given, that the Lord Mayor and Al- 


dermen of the City of Londen, and the Juſtices of Peace 
of the ſaid City, and of the City of Yfminfler, and 


within the Liberties thereof, ſhould forthwith and effec- 


tually put in Execution the Law for regulating the Mea- 
ſures nd Prices of Coals. 

His Majeſty having iſſued his Directions accordingly, 
a Petition of ſeveral of his Majeſty's Juſtices of the Peace 
for the City and Li of W:ftminfter, was on the 
18th preſented to the Houſe and read, ſetting forth, 


* That in obedience to his Majeſty's Command, in pur- 


©* ſuance of an Addreſs of this Houſe, the Juſtices for

© Shillings in the Pool, thirteen Shillings for Carriage, 
and other Charges for Metage, Whats and Load- 
© ing, atnounting to two Shillings and eight Pence 
© more, beſides the ſecond Charges they are at in rede- 
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© livering them to their Ouſtomers; and that it appeared 
© there were not above ſeventy ſeven Chaldrons remain- 
© ing in the Hands of nine of the principal Dealers 
© who attended the Petitioners ; (two of whom had 
© none) and that they all aſſured the Petitioners, that 
© they were very certain all the reſt of the Retailers in 
* Weſtminſter together were not Maſters of the like 
© Quantity; and that Mr, Finlinſor particularly declar- 


ed, he had with great Difficulty procured ſome Coals 


on Wedneſday the thirteenth of this Inſtant Fe ; 
© but was obliged to pay fifty ſix Shillings in the Pool, 
© and rake them without the Ingrain, which, he ſaid, 
© he could not ſell under three Pounds fifteen Shillings 
© the Chaldron, without Loſs; and that it appeared to 
© the Petitioners, that the Retailers had not hitherto 
© fold for more than one Shilling and ten-Pence to two 
© Shillings the Buſhel, and for leſs till very lately; that 
© at the Beginning of the Froſt they took no more than 


one Shilling and four Pence the Buſhel, and that their 


© Price was always governed by that taken in the Pool; 
© and that they have not charged for their Coals, dur- 
© ing all the bard Weather, more by the Buſhel (in fa- 
© vour of the Poor) than they have ſold for by the 


© Chaldron; and that the Retailers all declared they did 


© believe, from the beſt Enquity they could make, chere 
© were not Coals in the River, or on Shore, ſufficient 
© to ſupply the Town for a Fortnight; and that the 

© great Wages paid for able Seamen, which have been 
© raiſed from thirty Shillings to ſiye Pounds and five 
Pounds ten Shillings the Voyage, the Reſtrictions in 
© the Protections granted to the Colliers, in which they 
© are allowed but one able Seaman to an hundred Tons, 
© the impreſſing Men out of the Colliers in coming up 
* the River, and the exceſſive Price of the Carriage,

From this Reſolution it was to be expected, that the 
Houſe would have proceeded to order in ſome Bill for 
regulating the Duties payable on the River Dun; but 
the Mistortune in this Country is, that many of our

ſuffers by allowing private Projectors to make a Job 
of any publick Undertaking ; for it is a great Diſcou- 
ragement to Trade to it with high Duties for 
leave of paſſing along Highways or navigable Rivers ; 
therefore the Publick ought always to be at the firſt 
Expence, and the paſſage Duties no bigher than what 
is abſolutely neceſſary for keeping the Ways or Rivers 
in Repair: nay, I do not know, but that it would be for 
the Advantage of the Nation in general, to have them 
kept in Repair likewiſe at the Publick Expence, and 
conſequently free of all Toll whatſomever. But let 
this be as it will, ſurely ſome Care ought to be taken 
not to allow private Projectors ro make ſuch exceſſive 
Advantages as ſome of them have — by loading the 
Inhabitants of this Nation with high Rents, Tolls, or 
Duties. However, in this caſe, as I have been in-

formed, the Parties concerned came to an Agreement

As no other Method could in this Seſſion of Parlia-

York; from the Ship Owners, and Maſters of Ships 
of Scarborough in the ſaid County; from the: Ship 
Owners, and Maſters of Ships of the Town of New- 
caſtli upon Jyne; from the — the Fraternity 
.6f, Hoaſt men in the ſaid Town; and. from the Fitters 
belapging to the Port of Sunderland, in the County 
' _ Palatine of Durham; ſetting forth, That ſo much of 
- the ſaid Bill as related to the Petitioners, might greatly 
njure-and- oppreſs them; and therefore. praying to be 
beard dy themſelves or Counſel againit ſuch Parts of 
the Bill as affected them: which Petitions were all read, 
and ſeverally referred to the Conſideration of the Com- 
mittee upon the {aid Bill, and the Petitioners, were ſe- 
verally. ordered 40. be beard before the ſaid Committee, 
by their Counſel; if they thought fit. 
pon this the Order relating to the Commitment 
A chis Bill was put off till Friday, when the Houſe 
made à Progreſs, and reſumed the Affair again on the 
Atth, when the Commyutee went through the Bill, with- 
out any Counſel's having appeared, on the Part of the 
Petitioners againſt it. Next Day the Report was re- 
ceived, and all the Amendments made by the Com- 
mittee agreed to; and on Aonday the a 8th che Bill 
Was paſſed, and ſent to the Lords; but the Parliament 
being next Day prorogued prevented it's being paſſed 
into Law; which the Petitioners. were probably ap- 
priſed of, and this prevented: their putting themſelves 
to the Expence of appearing, by their Counſel againſt it. 
Theſe were che moſt important Bills in che laſt Seſ- 
ſion that had not the good Fortune to paſs into Laws; 
and next I ſhall: give an Account of ſome of the molt 
remarkable Affairs that did not, but were intended to 
come the Length of à Bill, among which I ſhall a8 1 
Mt o for think.

mons, he concluded with a Motion for Leave to bring

This laſt Queſtion I have thus ſtated, becauſe from 
the Debate it appeared, that there was no Deſign to 
exclude Admirals, Generals, or any great Officers, from 


having Seats in the Houſe of Commons, Theſe Queſ- 


tions I ſhall not pretend to anſwer, but leave it to my 
Readers to anſwer them as they think fit; and every 
Man may, from the Anſwers he thinks ought to be 
made, be able to determine himſelf, whether or 
no this Motion ought to have been complyed with. 
In order to make my Readers underſtand the next 
Affair J am to take notice of, I muſt remind them, 
that in the preceding Seſſion, an Act was paſſed for tak- 
ing off the Duties upon Woollen and Bay Tarn im- 
ported from Ireland to England; and for the more ef- 
fectual preventing the Exportation of Wooll from Great 
Britain, and of Wooll, and Wooll manufactured from 
treland to foreign Parts“. This Act, with regard to 
the taking off the Duties, was not to rake Place till the 
1ſt of May 1540, and as it had been oppoſed by ſeve- 
ra} Gentlemen when it was paſſed, eſpecially thoſe from 


the weſtern Parts of England, they made an Attempt 


in the laſt Seſſion to have it repealed. For this Pur- 
poſe, on the 28th of March, a Motion was made in 
the Houſe of Commons, that the Act made in the laſt 
Seſſion of Parliament, intituled, An Ad for taking of 
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the Duties upon, &c, might be read; and the ſame be- 
ing read accordingly, it was moved- and reſolved, that 
the Houſe would upon T ue/day Morning then next, re- 
ſolve itſelf into a Committee of the whole Houſe, to 
conſider of the faid Act. Accordingly on that Day, 
the Houſe reſolved itſelf into the ſaid Committee, and 
Robert 'Vyner, Eſq; moved, that it might be reſolved, 
That ſo much of the ſaid Act as related to the taking 
off the Duties upon Woollen and Bay Yarn imported 
from Ireland to England, ought to be repealed. This 
Motion was ſeconded by Thomas Caretu, Eſq; and the 
chief Arguments for the Motion were, That the Bill 
had received the Approbation of the ſeyeral Branches 
of the Legiſlature, laſt Seſſion of Parliament, in hopes 
that the /r; Parliament would have done ſomething 
towards effectually preventing the Exportation of their 
Wooll to foreign Parts, but that they had ſeparated with- 
out doing any thing, and had actually refuſed to agree 
to a Scheme offered them for that Purpoſe. That the 
People of Great Britain always deſeryed our firſt and 
principal Regard, and that if this Law ſhould ſubſiſt, 
all the poor People in Great Britain that lived by ſpin- 
ning, would be deprived of the only Means they had 
for ſubſiſting; for as the Iriſb paid no Land Tax, nor 
any of the other Taxes upon the Neceſſaties of Life, 
which our Poor were obliged to pay, the ri. would 
of courſe under-work our Spinners, ſo that in a little 
time all the Yarn made uſe of in our woollen Manu- 
factures would be imported from Jreland,; and conſe- 
quently thoſe amongſt ourfelyes who now live by ſpin- 
ning, which was many thouſands, muſt ſtarve, or be 
ſupported by their reſpective Pariſhes, moſt of which 
had already more Poor than they were able to maintain. 
To this it was anſwered, That the /r:/þ Parliament 
had always ſhewn themſelves ready to prevent, as much 
as was in their Power, the Exportation of their Wooll 
to foreign Parts, and were ready to embrace. any Scheme 
for that Purpoſe that did not very much incroach upon 
the: Liberty of the Subject. That a Scheme, Was 
true, had been offered to them, but upon Examination 
it a ed to be ſuch a one as would not anſwer the 
End pretended, and at the ſame time, would intirely 
deſtroy the Liberty of the Subject; and therefore. we

venience or Grievance but ſuch as it is impoſſible to 
avoid. That in Time of War, the Merchants knew, 
their Trade muſt be expoſed to ſome unavoidable In- 
conveniencies; but theſe they did not complain of: 
They complained of our Trade's being ſubjected to ſe- 
veral great Hardſhips that were either unneceſſary, or 


might have been in a great meaſure prevented. Thi 
the Gentlemen who argued in favour of the Queſtion 


endeavoured to demonſtrate, by entering into an Exa- 


mination of our Conduct ſince the Beginning of the 


War. They ſaid that many Landmen might be taken

Upon former Occa- | 
fions, when an Embargo was laid on, Licences were | 
granted to particular Ships on account of the petiſhable 
Nature of the Cargo, on account of the Ships going on 
ſuch a Voyage as muſt be proceeded on at a partic 
Seaſon, or on account of other Peculiarity in 
Trade in which ſhe was engaged; but upon the late 
Embargo all theſe Conſiderations were laid aſide, and 
the ſingle Conſideration was whether the Merchants 
concerned would furniſh as many Seamen for the Go- 
yernment's Service, as they deſired Protections for Sea- 
men for their own, which was in effect compeiling them 
to pay two, or three hundred Pounds for Leave to 
proceed upon their Voyage; for by our not encou-

-gally applied to the real Uſe of the Publick, they may, 
not only legally and juſtly, but honourably, reſuſe to 
make ſuch Mortgagees or Anticipations good; for an 


Infant is not even in Honour obliged to pay Money 
lent him in his Infancy or Minority by Extortioners for 
ſupplying his Extravagances: I ſay Extortioners, for 


none but ſuch will lend Money for ſuch Uſes; and there 


are very few that lend Money to the Publick from a 


you otive of Publick Spirit, even when the known

eſſities of the Publick make ſuch Anticipations ab-

| The chief Argument for theſe Motions was, That if 
the Houſe had a Mind either to inquire into the Conduct 
of paſt Meafures, which the whole Nation expected ; 


or to give his Majeſty any Advice, as be had deſired, 


- about the Conduct of our future Meaſures, which the 
Importance of the preſent Conjuncture ſeemed to require, 


and Which our late Conduct feemed to have rendered 
neceſſary, it was proper, and even neceſſaty for them to 
fee rhe Papers moved for. And the chief Argument

that the Houſe ſhould be called over upon Medneſday the

was the more ſurpriſing, becauſe it was the firſt Time a 
Negative had been put upon ſuch a Queſtion in the Be- 
ginning of a Seſſion, and becauſe the Motion for limit- 
ing the Number of Officers and Place - men having Seats 
in the Houſe of Commons, mentioned before ® was 
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expected to be brought on ſoon after the Chri/mas Re- 
ceſs, which was a Queſtion of ſuch Importance that it 
deſerved to be conſidered in as full a Houſe as poſſible. 
However, by this Negative that Queſtion came to be 
conlidered before the Houſe was ſo much as once called 
over; and the next Day after that Queſtion had been

If the Meaſure was 
wrong in itſelf, that Houſe by a ſtrict Inquiry would 
be able to diſcover the Authors and Adviſers of it, and 
their being brought to condign Puniſhment would give 
Satisfaction to the People. On the other Hand, If a 
Meaſure, right in itſelf, had been artfully and maliciouſly 
miſrepreſented to the People, that Houſe would always 
have it in their Power by a ſtrict Inquiry to ſet the Affair 
in a true Light to the People, to rectify the falſe No- 
tions and Prejudices that had been artfully inſtilled into 
them, and to detect and puniſh the Authors of thoſe 
malicious Miſrepreſentations. To enquire into any pub- 
lick Meafure that had raiſed Murmurings. and Diſcon- 
tents among the People, was therefore a Duty they 6wed 
not only to their Country: but their Sovereign. If the 
People had been miſled by ſeditious Defamers of the 
Government, it was the Duty of that Houſe to ſet them 
right, in order to prevent their being blindly led into 
Tumults or Inſurrections: If the King had been miſled 

wicked or weak Counſellors, it was the Duty of that 

ouſe to enquire into the Affair, in order to remove the 
Reſentment of the People from the Throne, and to 
direct it where it ought always to be directed, againſt 
thoſe that had impoſed upon or miſled their Sovereign. 

This being the Caſe, ir was from thence apparent, 
that they ought to inquire into the Affair of the late Con- 
vention with Spain, becauſe no publick Meaſure had 
ever occalioned a more general Diſcontent in this Na- 
tion; and as they could not inquire into that Affair with- 
out having the Papers then moved for before them, they 
ought to agree to the Motion. If the late Convention 


was a right Meaſure: If it was ſuch a Treaty as could 


any Way be juſtified, the Miniſters would promote a 
ſtrict and impartial Inquiry into it, in order to remove 
from themſelves the Scandal of having negotiated and 
eed to one of the moſt diſhonourable and deſtructive 
reaties that ever England was led into, which was then 
the general Opinion the People had of it; and in order

Enemies; and moreover it was ſaid, that a Clamour 
artfully raiſed among a few People was not to be called 


a general Diſcontenc, and therefore was not a ſufficient 


follow-that Precedent, therefore the Danger of diſcover- 


Cauſe for taking up the Time of that Houſe, and di- 
verting the Attention of our Minifters from the publick 
Affairs of the Nation in tbe Time of a dangerous War, 
by ſetting up a, Parliamentary Inquiry into their former 
Conduct ; which wasthe Reaſon that no ſuch Inquiry was 
ever {ct on Foot into any publick Meaſure, but ſuch as 
was ſuppoſed to be wrong by a Majority of the Mem- 
bers then preſent, - That a publick Meaſure which had 
been approved by one Parliament might perhaps be in-

could be no Objection to the Motion then before them;

Duty of that Houſe to inquire into a Meaſure which 
had been ſo generally complained of; eſpecially as that 
Treaty had failed of producing the Effect which it's 
Friends ſo ſtrongly aſſerted it would, That it was wrong 
to ſay, the Treaty had been approved of by that Houſe, 
So far otherwiſe, that nothing prevented it's being cen- 
ſured when it was firſt laid before them, but the Hopes 
ſo confidently given, that as ir was but a Preliminary, it 
would certainly and very ſoon produce a ſafe and honou- 
rable Peace; whereas it then appeared, that this Pre- 
licninary had certainly and very foon produced a dange- 
tous and expenſive War. The Conwention therefore

_ oppoſed, it occaſioned a long Debate in that Houſe, in 
which the chief Arguments made uſe of in favour of 
che Motion. were, That though all Grants of Money, 
by way of Supply to the Crown, and all Laws for rai- 
ſing them had for many Years been firſt n in the 
Houſe of Commons, yet as the Houſe of Lords was 
one of the Branches of the Legiſlature, no Law could 
paſs, nor any Grant be made, without their Concur- 
rence, and therefore in all Cafes where an Application 
from the Crown to Parliament was neceſlary, it ought 
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to be made to that Houſe as well as the other; but more 


particularly in Caſes depending upon any new Meaſure 
which the Crown had reſolved to purſue; becauſe the 
Houſe of Lords was properly the chief Council of the 
Crown, and had therefore a double Right to be con- 


ſulted when new Grants became neceſlary for the car- 


rying. on of new Meaſures. 

To this it was anſwered, that all Applications for Mo- 
ney were to be made to the Houſe of Commons, be- 
cauſe that Houſe claimed the ſole Right of granting Sup- 
plies to tha Crown. That though their Lordſhips had 
not expreſly admitted of that Claim, yet they had for 
many Years tacitly acquieſced under it, which was the 
Reaſon, that in all Speeches from the Throne, when 
the King comes to mention the Supplies, he addreſſes 
himſelf particularly to the Gentlemen of the Houſe of 
Commons, and tells them, he has ordered the proper 
Eſtimates to be laid before them, to the End that they 
may from thence ſee what Sums will be neceſſary for 


the Service of the enſuing Year. That for the ſame 


Reaſon thoſe Eſtimates were never laid before that 
Houſe, and as the Meſſage then under Conſideration 
was to be looked on as a general Eſtimate for ſecret 
Services of which no particular Eſtimate could be laid 
before Parliament, it was no more neceſſary to lay it 
before that Houſe, than it was to lay all the Eſtimates 
before them that were regularly every Seſſion laid be- 
fore the other Houſe. That if the Meſſage had been 
for Advice, it would have been neceſſary to have laid 
it before that Houſe, and perhaps more neceſſary to 
have laid it before that Houſe, than to have laid it be- 


fore the other, but it plainly appeared upon the Face 


of the Meſſage, that it was not for Advice but for Mo- 
ney, becauſe his Majeſty only mentioned his having 
under Confideration certain Meaſures which would oc- 
calion ſome. extraordinary Expences not comprehended 
in the Eſtimates, without intimating in the leaſt what 
thoſe Meaſures might be, and it would be ridiculous to 


ſuppoſe that his Majeſty aſxed or intended to aſk the

It was replied, that the other Houſe had never ſo

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As to the Arguments drawn from the uſual Form of

Mr. Vernon's. Succeſs at Porto- Bello, with ſuch an inſig-· 

nificant Land Force, and even that not provided by our 
Minifters here, was an evident Proof, that the Enemy 

Was in no Condition to reſiſt us in the et- Indies at 

the Beginning of the War; for as Porto-Bello was the 

Place where they might moſt probably expect an At- 

tack, from their not being provided -at that Place to 
withſtand fo ſmall a Force, it was to-be preſumed, they 

were equally .unprovided at every other. Therefore it 
was apparent, that if we had ſent but 3 or 4000 of our 

Land Forces along with him, or ſoon after him, he 

might have puſhed his Succeſs much farther, and more Ve 

to the Advantage of his Country; and conſequently it 

was apparent, that our not ſending a Number of Land 

Forces to the W:/t- Indies at the very Beginning of the 

War, was 4 Piece of ill Conduct, unleſs * 
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made appear, that it was impoſſible for us to ſend any 


at that Time, which they were ſure was not to be pre- 
ſumed, conſidering the Number of Land Forces we had 


then on Foot, and the vaſt Number of Merchant Ships 


we have always ready for Service in the ſeveral Ports of 


this Kingdom. The Preſumptions, they ſaid, being 


thus ſo ſtrong againſt our Conduct, and not one Pre- 


ſumption in it's Favour, the Proof was thereby thrown 
upon our Miniſters; for unleſs they could ſhew and fully 


prove ſome ſecret Circumſtances which would have 
made it imprudent for them to ſend any Troops out of 


the Kingdom, their Conduct would be condemned by 


the whole World, and ought to undergo ſome Sort of 
Cenſure in that Houſe. 
It was anſwered, That the Motion was in Effect an 


Impeachment againſt every one of thoſe that had the 
Honour to be concerned in his Majeſty's Councils. 
That their Lordſhips had a Right, and ought to impeach 
the higheſt Subject in the Kingdom, if they thought he 


deſerved it. That any Lord in that Houſe might ſtand 
up in his Place, and impeach any Man, or any Miniſter, 


when he thought him guilty of any Crime or Miſde- 


meanor; but ſurely. their Lordſhips would not condemn: 


him, without giving him an Opportunity to be heard in 
his Juſtification; nor would they cenſure the Conduct 


of an Adminiſtration, without ſome previous Inquiry 


into their Conduct. If their Lordſhips had ſet on Foot 
an Inquiry into the Conduct of the Adminiſtration, 
with reſpect to the Proſecution ofthe War in the He/t- 
Indies, ſuch a Motion as was then before them might 


have been the Conſequence of chat Inquiry, and their 


Lordſhips might perhaps have found Reaſon for agree- 
ing to it; becauſe our Miniſters would then have had 
an tunity of ſhewing, why they did not ſend any 
Land Forces to the t- Indies at the Beginning of the 
War; and if they could not ſhew a good Reaſon for 
their not doing fo, their Conduct would haye deſerved 
ſuch a Cenſure; but to paſs ſuch a Cenſure by a ſingle 
Vote, and as it were per ſaltum, would certainly be the 
ſame with condemning a Man without hearing him, 
which was a Practice, they hoped, their Lordſhips would 
never give a Precedent for.

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That in all ſuch Caſes, every Lord was to judge of 
the Conduct of the Adminiſtration according to his own 
Opinion, and whatever other Lords might think, it was 


their Opinion, that it would have been very imprudent, 


if not worſe, to have ſent any of the Troops out of the 
Kingdom, till new Troops were not only levied but dif. 


ciplined, for ſupplying the Place of thoſe ſent out, be- 


cauſe, at the Beginning of the War, we had no greater 
Number of Troops in the Kingdom, than what had 
been thought neceſſary by Parliament for our Security at 
Home in Time of Peace; and conſequently if they had 
been honoured with being conſulted by his Majeſty upon 
that Head, they ſhould have thought themſelves guilty 
of High. Treaſon, had they adviſed his Majeſty to ſend 
any of thoſe Troops out of the Kingdom in Time of 
War, which the Parliament had thought neceſſary for 
our Security in Time of Peace. That it was true, we 
had no great Reaſon to fear any Invaſion from Spain, 
but there was another and a more formidable Power, the 
Continuance of whoſe Friendſhip we had no great Rea- 
ſon to truſt ro, when we were at War with Spain; and 
if that Power had reſolved: to declare againſt us, they 
would certainly have begun the Attack by invading us 
here at Home, with the Pretender at their Head, eſpe- 
cially if we, by ſending our Troops out of the King- 
dom, had given them Reaſon to hope for Succeſs. That 
this Misfortune had been prevented, nay perhaps that 
Power's declaring againft us had been prevented, by the 
wiſe Meaſures our Miniſters had purſued ; but if they 
had followed other Meaſures, this Misfortune might 


perhaps have been the Conſequence, and if it had, our 


inifters would then certainly, and with much more 
Juſtice, have been blamed for expoſing us to the Danger. 
It was farther faid, That the Motion was a long 
complicated Motion which they could not well under- 


| Rand, and therefore they could not agree to it. Par- 


ticularly the Words, certainand infallible, were in their 
Opinion inconſiſtent with common Senſe. Certain and 
infallible were Epithets not applicable to any human 
Event: They were applicable to nothing but the Ope- 
rations of the Omnipotent Power ; and if it ſhould be 
faid, that by certain and infallible was meant only more 
certain and infallible, even in that Senſe, they would be 

improper, 
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improper, becauſe nothing could be more certain and 
infallible than an Event that had already happened. 

Upon the other Side it was replied, That the Motion 
before them was no Impeachment, nor fo much as a 
Cenſure againſt any one Miniſter, or 2 Man in 
the Kingdom. It was nothing but their ſhips giv⸗ 
ing their Opinion as to a Fact, actording to the Light 
in which it appeared to them; and according to that 
Light, whatever their Lordſhip's might do, the Fact 
was and would be condetnned by the whole World. 
That in all ſuch Caſes their Lordſhips might give theit 
Opinion, without any Inquiry ; and in the preſent Caſe 
an Inquiry would be ridiculous. What were they to in- 
quire about? Were they to inquire, if Admiral Vernon 
had any Land Forces ſent him from chis Kingdom ? Or 
were they to inquire, If he could not have done more 
Hurt to the Enemy, and more Service to his Country, 
with 3 or 4000 regular Troops, than he could do with 
none at all? Surely, it would be ridiculous to ſet up an 
Inquiry into either of theſe Facts, which were known 
to the whole World, and confeſſed by every Man that 
could poſſibly think hirnſelf affected by ſuch a Reſolu- 
tion. Their Lordſhips were not upon that Motion to 
inquire, or to give their Opinion upon the Queſtion, 
why no Land Forces were ſent to the Veſt- Indies: 
They were then to give their Opinion the known 
and general Appearance of Things: There might be 
ſecret Reaſons for not ſending any Forces to the V- 
Indies, and an Inquiry into thoſe Reaſons, might pro- 
bably be the Conſequence of that Motion's being agreed 
to, which, they believed, was the chief Caufe of it's 
being oppoſed. If that Motion ſhould be agreed to, 
it was very natural to ſuppoſe, that fome Lord in that 
Houſe would riſe up, and move for addreffing his Ma- 
jeſty to know who it was that adviſed him nor to ſend a 
Body of Land Forces along with, or ſoon after Admiral 
Vernon; and of Courſe his Majeſty's Anſwer would pro- 
duce an Inquiry, why that Miniſter gave ſuch Advice to 
his Sovereign. Then, indeed, the Affair would become 
perſonal, and the Perſon or Perſons accuſed would have 


an Opportunity to vindicate themſdves. They would 


de no Way affected by the Reſolution now propoſed, 
becauſe it is in it's own * conditional; and if they 
2 could 
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could ſhew ſuch ſecret Reaſons for their giving that Ad- 
vice, as ſhould be approved of by their Lordihips, they 
would be within the Condition. | 

Bur this, they believed, was what 'the Perſon who 
gave that Advice was afraid of. He was ſenſible he had 
no ſuch Reaſons as would be approved of by that Houſe, 
or by any unprejudiced Man in the Kingdom. At leaſt 
they were very ſure, that the Reaſon hinted at in that 


Debate, was no ſufficient Reaſon for our negleCting to 


take Advantage of the Enemy's defenceleſs Condition 
in the We/t- Indies at the Beginning of the War. Sup- 
pole the Miniſter had at that Time had certain Informa- 
tion, that France deſigned to invade us: Was that a Rea- 
ſon for our keeping all our regular Troops, and the 
greateſt Part of our naval Force at Home, at a Time 
when we might have reaped ſo much Advantage by ſend. 
ing them Abroad. Should that be admitted, France 
might do more Service to Spain, and more Prejudice to 
us, by not declaring than ſhe could do by declaring 
openly againſt us. By not declaring openly, but at the 
fame Time keeping us under the Terror of an Invaſion, 
ſhe might prevent our attacking the Enemy with any Vi- 

ur in their own Dominions, without which we can 
never bring the War to a Period that can be either ho- 
nourable or advantageous foꝶ this Nation: / and by pur- 
ſuing ber own Trade in Security, whilſt, ours lay ex- 
— to all the Misfortunes and Inconveniencies of 

ar, ſne might do us more Prejudice than ſhe could 
do by declaring openly againſt us. In a few Years, our 


Finances would be ſo much exhauſted, our People fo 
much oppreſſed and diſcontented, and our Trade fo 


much diminiſhed, that we ſhould become an eaſy Prey 


to any foreign Invader; becauſe the Majority of our 


own People would join with any ſuch Invader, in order 
to get rid of a Government that had brought ſuch Ruin 
upon ther. ed tos 
It was a Miſtake, they ſaid, to ſuppoſe, that the 
Parliament had ever thought 30,000 regular Troops was 
the leaſt Number that could be kept up within Britain 
and Ireland, merely for our Safety at Home in Time of 
Peace. The Reaſon for keeping up that Number, and 
the chief Reaſon always aſſigned to Parliament for keep-

Caſe of Need; and as none of our Allies had Occaſion 


for any of our Troops at the Beginning of this War, 
we might therefore have ſent a Part of them out, for

War. So far from being terrified from doing ſo by the 


Fears of an Invaſion, either from France or Spain, that 


in Caſe any ſuch Thing had been threatned, they ſhould 
have adviſed it's being done with the more Expedition, 
becauſe it has always been an eftabliſhed Maxim, that 
the beſt Way of keeping or removing the War from 
your own Doors, is to carry it to thoſe of the Enemy, 
As to the Objection made to the Words certain and 


infallible, it was anſwered, that when People talked of 
human Events, and made Uſe of the Words certain and 
infallible, - they could not be ſuppoſed to mean any more 


than as certain and infallible as any Event could be. 
They were inſerted by Way of Oppoſition to the Word 


unexpected, and plainly related to the Time before that 


Expedition was undertaken, when the Succeſs was ſo 
far from being as certain and infallible as any human 


Event could be, that if Mr. Vernon had had an active

upon the 11th of February, the Admiral himſelf failed 
from Gibraltar for Portmahon, with ſuch of the Ships 
as ſtood moſt in need of being refitted, leaving Sir Cha- 
loner Ogle with the reſt of the Squadron at Gibraltar, 
to have an Eye = the Spaniſh Squadron then pre- 
paring at Cadiz.

ev an was of Opinion that the moſt 
Flace for maſhing the War againſt Spain was in the #28

Vox. I. 9 Wind, 
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Wind, they were obliged to return on the 25th; Sep- 
tember the 4th this Fleet failed again, and had a worſe 
fate than before; for the Wind ſhifting to the Weſt in 
the Night Time, and blowing hard, they were obliged 
to tack about, and in tacking ſome of the Ships run foul 


of one another, by which ſome Damage was done, fo 


that the whole Fleet was obliged to return to St. He- 
lens. Though this ſeemed to be bad Luck, yet it is 
highly probable, that it was fortunate for the Nation 
as well as this Fleet; for before this Time both the 
French Squadrons from Br and Toulon had failed for 
the M i Indies, and very probably had 2 Orders 
to have ſpoke with our Fleet, if they had _ a fa- 
vourable Opportunity for attacking them, w they 
could hardly have miſſed, if our Fleet had proceeded 
on it's intended Voyage, with the ſmall Convoy then 
deſigned; for Admiral Balchen had but one third Rate, 
five fourth Rates, and one ſixth Rate; and indeed it is 
furprivng that de a ſal Convoy thould have been 
ordered, when we knew that the Spaniards had a Squa- 
dron at Ferre}, and the French one at Bret, and ano- 
ther at Toulon, all ready to ſail, and each of them ſe- 
parately too ſtrong for the Convoy we had ordered. 
At laſt, however, we heard of the failing of cheſe 
three Squadrons, and all of them ſuppoſed to be deſign- 
ed for the //7/t Indies; and Sir John Norris being re- 
turned from his intended Expedition, Sir Chaloner Ogle, 
who had been along with him, was ordered to attend 
our Tranſports to the e Indies, with a proper Con- 
voy ; but this occaſioned what I may call a long Delay, 
conſidering the Seaſon of the Year; for the Fleet did 
not - ſail from St, Heler's till the 26th of October, when 
they, met with a fair Wind which carried them out of 
the Channel; but on the 31 of O#ober the Fleet be- 
ing then 70 Leagues to the Weſtward: of the Start, and 
in Latitude 47, 54, they met with a Storm, which 
diſabled the Buckingham, the Superbe, and the Prince 
of Orange, ſo that the firſt was obliged to return to 


. Spithead, and the other two ro make the beſt of their 


way to Liſbon, being convoyed thither by the Cumber- 
land. The Misfortune theſe Ships met with, was ſaid 
to be owing to the Newneſs and Stiffneſs of their Sails,

Whether Lord Cathcart had any ſuch Manifeſto a- 
long with him, I ſhall not pretend to ſay; but if he 
had, it is very ſurprifing how our Enemies came to get a 
Copy of it; for ſurely we were not mad enough to have 
it printed here; it being impoſſible to guard a Preſs ſo 
as to prevent a Copy's being clandeſtinely carried out; 
eſpecially when it is known; that a large Sum of Money 
may 'be 5d And as this * 
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looks like our having a Deſign to conquer and ſubdue the 
Spaniſh W:/t-Indies, the drawing up of ſuch a one, and 
afterwards taking no ſufficient Care to prevent it's being 
-publiſhed, looks as if we had intended to give ſorne of 
the other Powers of Eurepe a Reaſon to be jealous of 
our Deſigns, and even to join with Spain: againſt us, 
If we had by our Manifeſto declared, that we intended

© ſhe ſhould do no farther Miſchief to our Merchant 
Ships, and therefore ſent me with twenty Men to de- 
* ſtroyher; we met with a very warm Reception from 
© the Shore, where the Spaniards had ſome of them 
< intrenched themſelves in the Sand, and the reſt got 
into a Houſe, from both which Places they made a 
terrible Fire upon us; but this did not binder me from 
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cutting her Maſts and Rigging, and rendering 
© her — for Service: While this was doing we 
© had the Misfortune to loſe one of our Boats, and the 
* other not being able to come to our Aſſiſtance, we 
© were in a terrible Dilemma, eſpecially as we could 
© have no Help from our Ship; but as there was no

tion, one and all, to fight our Way through the

The Privateer that took her 
had 12 Carriage and 4 Swivel Guns, commanded by a 
Frenchman, and man'd with 70 Frenchmen and 56 Spa- 
niards. The Baltick Merchant had but 20 Sailors, 
viz. 16 Engliſhmen and four Spaniſh Priſoners, whom 
they took on Board when they came from South Caro- 
lina, through the want of Hands. The Baltick bei 


2 ſtout Ship fought the Privateer in a gallant brave Man- 


ner ſeven Glaſſes or three Hours and half; and had not 
the Sailors been ſo few in Nutnber, they had certainly 
took the Privateer. At the firſt Broadſide the Baltick 
Merchant fired, the Privateer ſheered off, and viewed 
ber ſome Time, ſuppoſing her, as *twas thought, to be 
a Ship of greater Force than they at firſt imagined ; 
but perceiving her Sails to flap in the Wind, and not 
well managed, *twas conjectured they guelFd right as 
to her being thin of Hands, and accordingly began to 
ply her Guns prett mly ; and at length came boldly 
up and boarded the Baltick with a great Nutaber of 
Hands, armed with Sword and Piſtol, and obliged the 
Engliſhmen to beg for Quarter, and ftrike their Colours. 
Eight Sailors were killed during the Action on board 
the Privateer, and two on board the Ballicl. 

There was on board the Baltick Merchant, Colonel 
Braithwaite, his Lady, two Children, and two other 
Engliſh Ladies, &c. who came over Amy, oper order 
to ſettle in England. The Colonel ftood Centry over 
the four Spaniards during the Engagement, with his 
drawn Sword, while they were employed in ſteering the 
Ship; and when the Lieutenant of the Privateer firſt 
boarded, he begged for Quarter, and delivered hitn his 
Sword, on which the Lieutenant promiſed him good 
Quarter; but it proved unfortunately the Reverſe; for 
while he was talking to the Lieutenant, one of the 
French Sailors who Rood behind, clapp'd bim on the

upon ſuch Conjectures they not only congratulate with 


their Kindred and Friends, but they publiſh them to

Which Cuſtom, if ever there was a Reaſon for it any 
where, we are ſurely both admaniſhed and perſuaded to 
follow at this Time, and in this Place, not only by the 
eminent Vircues of the magnanimous Youth whereof 
we have heard by Fame, but by that Modeſty ſo con- 
ſpicuous in the Behaviour of the Royal Virgin, by ber 
remarkable Probity, and by that ſweet Temper of hers.

. ON T hurſday the 19th of June early in the Morn- 
« ing we were alarmed with a great Mob of Pit- 
© men, all armed with Clubs, and other offenſive Wea- 
pons, many of them blowing Horns to gather the

© As ſoon as they came into Town, they advanced to 
© the Corn Merchants, whoſe Shops and Granaries be- 
ing ſhut up, to avoid their Inſults, they repair d to the 
Magiſtrates, demanding their own Terms in ſuch a 
© threatening 
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© threatening Manner as occaſioned great Confuſion ; 
© infornuch that none of them either knew how, or 
5 dared, to interpoſe their Authority at this dangerous 
© Juncture. The Mob, ſeeing no Reſiſtance, ſoon grew 
© more numerous and more miſchieyous, y then 
© proceeded in the moſt riotous Manner to break o 
all the Granaries they knew of; and waſted and diſtri- 
© buted the Corn, juſt as their Wildneſs directed them. 
© In this diſtracted Condition we remained till the Sa- 
© turday Morning; at which Time all the Inhabitants 
© were ſummoned to meet the Magiſtrates, and ſuch a 
© Number as was thought neceſſary, had Arms and Am- 
munition given them: Upon which they advanced in- 
* to the Heart of the Town, and diſperſed the Mob, 
© taking ſeveral of them Priſoners ; in a few Hours 
© we had the Happineſs of ſeeing the Town tolerably 
quiet. We had now ſome time to look about us, 
© having placed a ſtrong Guard at all the Gates, and 
© other Avenues in the Town; and our Merchants be- 
1 ſell what Corn they had left, at the loweſt 
© Prices to all thoſe Poor who might really be diſtreſſed. 
In this Situation we continued till the Wedneſday 
© Evening, when unfortunately for us our Guards were 
* all diſcharged. This Step occaſioned a general Diſ- 
© content, and what followed occaſioned as general a 
Conſternation: For on the Thurſday Morning there

* Queſtion was clear enough in it's firſt State, and that 
it was as free from Objection as any Queſtion could 
be, ſince if the Regulations afterwards to follow were 
© not adjuſted properly, they might be rejected though 
* the firſt Queſtion was agreed to: But the oppoſite 
Party inſiſted upon it, that they could not poſſibly a- 
© gree to the firſt Motion, if ſeparated from it's intend- 
ed Confequences ; not only as it did not yet appear to 


© them whether a Permit could be conducive to remedy - 
the Evil, or whether it could be a prudent Meaſure in 


© any Shape, but alſo as it was very ſuſpicious, from the

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< rous Nature. That it was very eaſy to ſee the View

From thence the 
General ordered Colonel YVanderduſſen to march with 
his Regiment, and take Poſſeſſion of Point Luartell, 
lying to the North of the Bar, and ſeparated from Fort 
Morſe by a Creek; while the General with about 260 
Men of his Regiment, and the greateſt Part of the In- 
diaus embarked on Board the Men of War, and arrived 
at the Iſland of Anaſlatia, oppolite to the Caſtle; leav- 
ing behind him on the Main, but between 90 and 100 
white Men, Highlanders and others in his Pay, with 42 
Indians and two commiſſioned Officers, to alarm the 
Spaniards on that Side, but gave a verbal Command of 
the Whole to Colonel Pain, a Volunteer from that 
Province. About the ſame Time 200 Sailors from the 
Ships were landed upon that Iſland, which the Spaniard; 
directly abandoned, under the Command of Captain 
Warren, Captain Laws, and the Honourable Captain 
Townſbend, who were all very inſtrumental, by their ex- 
emplary Coutage and Diligence in inciting their Men to 
erect Batteries, and do ſuch other Services as preſented. 
, While the Troops were thus diſpoſed, a ſtrong De- 
tachment iſſued from the Caſtle of Augu/tine, June 15, 
between three and four in the Morning; and atracking 
the Party under the Command of Colonel Palmer, then 
at Fort Mdoo/a, defeated them, killing the Colonel, with 
ſeveral others, and taking many Priſoners, after which 
the Carolina Regiment was ordered over to Auaſtatia. 
Two Batteries were thrown up on the Iſland of 4- 
naſtatia, one à Mile and Quarter, the other a Mile and

As the Queen of Hungary had but few Troops in 
Silefia, and as very few of the Towns were fortified, 
the Pruſfians met with go Oppoſition in their March, 
except at Glogaw, where there was a ſmall Garriſon 
commanded by Count Wenceflaus Wallis, who ſhut the 
Gates againſt the Pruſſians, and reſolved to defend the 
Place to the laſt Extremity, therefore the King of Pruſ- 
Fa thinking it neceſſary to get to Breſlaw the Capital of 
Sileſia as ſoon as poſſible, left a Body of his Troops to 
block up Glogaw, and proceeded with the reſt of his 
Army towards Breſſato, near to which he had approach- 
ed at the End of this Year; and as Troops were order- 
ed to march from Hungary and Auſtria, under the Com- 


mand of Count Newperg, to oppoſe him, a War may 
thus be ſaid to be begun in Germany. 

Theſe were the manifeſt Conſequences of the Em- 
peror's Death, and as the other Occurrences relating to 
any of the Auſtrian Dominions, or indeed to any other 
Part of Germany, except Pruſſia, were of 'no great Im- 
portance, I ſhall paſs them all over, and next obſerve, 
that on the 31ſt of May laſt died Frederick William, 


ſucceeded by Frederick Charles his eldeſt Son, now King 

of Pruſſia, who began his Reign as all wiſe Kings do, 
with a great many popular Regulations, Actions, and
